The rules contained in this Regulation regarding Weavers, 
applicable to other persons employed in the provision of Raw 
Silk, or other articles of the Company’s investment. 

The following rules prescribed for the conduct of Commer¬ 
cial Residents, trading on their own account. 

The Resident to supply or secure the Company’s goods,.be¬ 
fore he provides any for himself. 

He shall carefully distinguish to the manufacturers, between 
the Company’s goods and his own. 

The Company’s price not to be made the standard of his 
own trade. 

The Resident not to use bis official influence to induce the 
manufacturers to work for him, in preference to others. 

In case of disputes with the manufacturers, he shall bo sub¬ 
ject to the same rules as other private traders. 

He shall not take any commission for agents or others, but 
deal merely in his own stock. 

Nor shall he carry on trade in the name of another person. 

His goods shall not be sold in his own Agency, nor consigned

The Governor General in Council competent by an Ord^

REGULATION X. 

Commercial Residents and their assistants prohibited from 
engaging in any commercial transactions in partnership with 
others; and such partnership concerns now existing, to be 
dissolved on or before the 31st December 1826. 

But such Officers not prohibited from becoming Members 
of Insurance Companies, or contributing to a Tontine, or par¬ 
ties to any General Association, the objects of which were not 
contemplated by Section 15, Regulation XXXI. 1793, and 
Section 15, Regulation XXXYII. 1803.
